And now for a Concluſion, and by way of Apology,

(who are converſant in the Quakers Writings) how 
bold they have been in all Governments to DiQate as 
Prophets of the moſt High, and in the Name of the

And they have inſerted 2 
long Paragraph in the /f?mar, Numb. 568. upon oc- 
calion of a late Conference at #f-Derehrm, in Norjo'k, 
wherein are theſe Words; * The 2nrters not queſtion- 
*1ng but to Acquit their Ancient Friends, and their 
* Writings, from thoſe black Charges. not being Con» 
* ſcious of Deviating in any ONE POINT of Do- 
* trine from what they firſt held. And this not the 
leaſt part, Tam ſure; but ſome may ſtill obje&, that 
they hear nothing againſt QQuakeriſm from the Presbyte- 
rians, Independants and Bapriſts, fave only the Church 
of England, &c To which I anſwer, on their Behalfs, 
that they ar? one with the Church in this Cale, and are 
ſorrowfully affeQed, that they are join'd with them in 


the AQ of Toleration, to ſee Chriſtianity ſuffer ſo 


deeply by their Antiſcriptural Do&rine; and not only 
ſo, but I have a Teſtimony well Atreſted of their Ab- 
horrence of their Blaſphemous Tenents, which, up- 
on Examination before a Commirree, TI ſhall ſhew; an

Here you have the Unanimous Conſent of all Prote- 
ſtants, both Conformiſts and Nonconformiſts, for the 
Examination of the Quakers, and for the Cenſuring or 
Suppreſling their Errors, and that for their Good too.. 
eſpecially tor the Good of Thouſands of honeſt wel!- 
meaning, tho' miſerably miſled People, of their Fol- 
lowers; and as this will tend ro the ſtopping of rhe 
Gangreen of Quakeriſm. So it is hoped, and earneſtly 
prayed, that the ſame may be taken into your Serious 
Conſideration.
